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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-4 are allowed over prior art made of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record fails to teach in combination a device for controlling decoder extension 
cards and universal extension cards, comprising a receiver, a card reader, a control 
circuit, a processor, and a select circuit, characterized in that the receiver is connected, 
via the control circuit, with the processor, the select circuit and the card reader 
connected with a power supply circuit, and a first buffer, a second buffer and a third 
buffer are connected to the card reader, wherein the card reader is connected via the 
first buffer and the second buffer with the processor, and via the third buffer with the 
control circuit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Culley et al (US 5,519,839) discloses double buffering operation between the 
memory bus and the expansion bus of the computer system. 
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Iho et al (US 6,209,050 B1) discloses expansion card.
